Taxable sales in all types of businesses in the city were up 7.9 per cent during 
the quarter compared to the same period in 1975, figures released by the State 
Board of Equalization showed today. 
Taxable retail sales fared slightly better, showing a gain of 10.4 per cent. 
In the 10 specific retail sales categories measured by the Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, eight of them showed gains, notably the building materials and farm im­ 
plements outlets whose sales went up from $579,000 to $839,000 or 45 per cent. 
The next highest gain was in the automobile dealers and supplies category, 
up from $2.8 million to $3.3 million, an 18 per cent rise. 
Other categories and their gains were as follows: 
Home furnishings and appliances, up from $899,000 to $1,011,000, 11.4 per 
cen^; general merchandise, up from $2,517,000 to $2,774,000,10.2 per cent, f

Village golf course 
plans $45,000 lake

Plans to set up a $45,000 lake which 
will hopefully serve to reduce odor 
problems of Vandenberg Village golf 
course irrigation water as well as im­ 
prove aesthetics of the area were related 
Thursday by village developer William 
C. Ebbert at a county environmental 
hearing in Santa Barbara. 
Ebbert, answering a complaint con­ 
cerning hydrogen sulfide odors 
emenating from the sprayed water made 
by Gilbert E. ‘Essen, said the lake is 
programmed to be used to settle 
hydrogen sulfide in the water pumped 
from the development company's well 
before it is applied to the golf course. 
The water now is directly applied and is 
proving ruinous to sprinkler heads and 
valves, declared Ebbert. He said the 
company earlier had gone to major ex­ 
pense to bring about improvements to 
»ho wpll 4vstem 
Essell. who said the irrigation water 
had a “sewer like smell,” resides at 151 
Gemini Ave., which Ebbert described as 
being “way across town" from the golf 
course. 
Golfers generally are aware of a 
hydrogen sulfide smell, acknowledged 
Ebbert. but realize the irrigation water 
is needed to keep the course green. He 
said Essell’s complaint was the first he 
has received about the irrigation water. 


The golf course water odor was 
brought out before the County Office of 
Environmental Quality (OEQ) at a hear­ 
ing cm a negative environmental impact 
declaration concerning an application 
for rezoning by Ebbert to allow a 47-unit 
cluster residential development adjacent 
to the golf course on the west. 
Ebbert said that due to prevailing 
westerly winds no odor problems would 
exist to residents of the proposed 
development on 11.80 acres east of the in­ 
tersection of Oak Hill Dr., Galaxy Way 
and Aide be ran 
However. Essel said he also wanted to 
file a complaint concerning discoloration 
and hardness of the domestic water 
served to Vandenberg Village residents 
via Park Water Company system. 
This resulted in Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reynolds directing 
staff to have state and county health 
authorities provide an up-to-date 
analysis of the domestic water for the 
benefit of the County Planning Commis­ 
sion and Board of Supervisors when the 
rezoning reaches them. 
Ebbert said the discoloration is a 
regular occurrence when the mains are 
flushed out He declared that when a new 
subdivision north of the golf course is 
completed, the water system will then 
have a complete loop and water circula­ 
tion will be improved.

PARIS (UPI) — Representatives of 
the United States and Vietnam met for 
two hours today on the two main issues 
betw een th eir countries — 800 
Americans still missing in action and 
Vietnamese demands for repair of an es­ 
timated $3.25 billion in war damage. 
The No. 2 men of the U.S. and Viet­ 
namese embassies conferred for two 
hours, ending their meeting at 5 p.m. (8 
a.m. PST). They gave no hint as to 
whether they had made any progress 
toward reconciling these demands. 
A terse U.S. Embassy statement said 
simply, “We can confirm that today our 
DCM (deputy chief of mission) met with 
the counselor of embassy of the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam. Issues of interest 
to both countries were raised, with the 
MIA (missing in action) issue of primary 
concern. Any further comment will have 
to come from Washington.” 
The "further comment” referred to 
Washington included when or whether 
the talks between the two countries 
would resume. 
Samuel Gammon, the No. 2 man in the 
U.S. Embassy in Paris, drove up to the 
Vietnamese embassy annex in suburban 
Neuilly at 3 p.m. (9 a.m. EST). He was 
welcomed with handshakes and broad 
smiles by several Vietnamese waiting at 
the foot of the steps in the front cour­ 
tyard 
The white-haired American diplomat 
was accompanied by one aide. The site of 
the talks with his Vietnamese counter­ 
part, Tran Haon, had been the Viet Cong 
embassy during the Vietnamese war. 
Gammon said nothing to waiting 
reporters as he strode quickly, looking 
straight ahead, toward his waiting hosts. 
Thus the United States and Vietnam 
began an attempt to find out whether the 
time has come to close the book on their 
confrontation and seek a reconciliation. 
Diplomatic sources said the current 
talks would be exploratory only. 
Gammon's main concern in the talks 
was expected to be the fate of the 2,500 
U.S. servicemen listed as missing in ac­ 
tion in Vietnam. 
By contrast, the Hanoi official was ex­ 
pected to insist on Washington’s com­ 
pliance with the 1973 peace pact s provi­ 
sion pledging U.S. aid for Vietnam. 
The Ford administration has refused 
to implement the aid provision of the 
treaty because of North Vietnam’s inva­ 
sion and conquest of South Vietnam in 
1975 in violation of the peace accord. 
The violations prompted the United 
States to break off the aid talks in 1973. 
No major decision was expected to 
emerge from the Paris contacts before 
the inauguration of Jimmy Carter as the 
new President on Jan. 20. 
Both the outgoing Ford administration 
and Carter were reported by diplomatic 
sources to agree the United States should 
veto Hanoi’s bid to join the United Na­ 
tions unless Vietnam complies with its 
pledge to account for all the American 
servicemen listed as missing in action. 
The Vietnamese plea for admission to 
the world organization will be studied by 
the Security Council next week. 
Some Western diplomats said Vietnam 
may adopt a more conciliatory attitude 
because of its known economic dif­ 
ficulties. 
Vietnamese news media recently in­ 
dicated Hanoi’s desire to resume the 
talks on the promised American 
reconstruction aid, once estimated by 
Allied experts as likely to be as much as 
$3 25 billion. 
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Execution stay 
expected to stand 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Gov. 
Calvin Rampton’s office said today there 
is little chance he will heed the plea of 
Gary Gilmore to withdraw his stay of ex­ 
ecution and allow the admitted-killer to 
die before a firing squad on Monday. 
"I ask that the governor rescind his 
order for stay of execution im ­ 
mediately,” said Gilmore in statment 
dictated to his attorney on death row 
after Rampton intervened Thursday. 


But a spokesman for Rampton said to­ 
day there was “little chance” the gover­ 
nor would change his mind. 
Gilmore, 35. personally persuaded the 
Utah Supreme Court Wednesday to dis­ 
miss appeals filed by his court-appointed 
attorneys and allow him to “die with 
dignity, like a man’’ at 8 a.m. Monday.

Health officials have confirmed 
what many residents already know: 
Lompoc is being menaced by one of 
the most dangerous pests known to 
mankind. 
The pest can carry germs that 
cause cholera, dysentery, typhoid 
fever and other serious diseases. 
Its name: the common housefly. 
Hordes of the pesky insects have 
invaded homes and their premises 
in the past few weeks, causing resi­ 
dents to seek means of combat. 
“We can’t keep enough of the 
chemical pest strips in stock to 
meet the demand,” a spokesman for 
Moore’s Department Store says. 
“ Flies are really bad,’’ an 
employe at Chuck’s Nursery, which 
does pest control work, agreed. 
“There have been many complaints 
about the increase in flies.” 
Lompoc is not alone in the fly 
problem. It is countywide, with the 
County Health Department in Santa 
Barbara receiving dozens pi calls a 
day wondering where they are com­ 
ing from and what can be done about 
them. 
County health officials and local 
pest control experts say the un- 
seasonal upsurge in the fly popula­ 
tion is the result of the recent short 
period of heavy rain, followed by 
mild and humid weather conditions. 
“Flies have gained a new lease on 
life,” one pest controller said. 
The insects lay their eggs in all 
forms of decaying matter, and the 
weather conditions have contributed 
to near ideal hatching conditions, 
the experts say. 
According to the World Book En­ 
cyclopedia, a female fly lays egg* 
every two weeks and in a normal 
season may produce 20 broods. 
Within a short time, the offspring of 


a single fly can number into the 
millions. 
There is no way exterminators 
can spray a wall or a .lawn to make 
the pests go away, they report. And 
once flies enter the home, the only 
recourse is to spray, swat or hang 
flypaper. 
Some pest controllers have 
devices that emit blasts of insec­ 
ticide spray every few moments. 
“Sanitation practices are the best 
an sw er,” 
one ex term in ato r 
emphasized. “ By keeping the 
premises free of breeding spots, 
flies can be kept under control more 
effectively.” 
The County Health Department 
offers these suggestions: 
—Keep garbage cans clean and 
covered with a tight-fitting lid. 


—Clean up animal dung in the 
yard. 
—Remove any accumulations of 
grass cutting because these decay 
on the bottom, providing an ex­ 
cellent breeding spot. 
Just how dangerous are flies? A 
health official says, “They fly from 
one material to another, so they 
might pick up almost any kind of 
germ.” 
When cooler weather arrives, the 
flies will disappear. With an ex­ 
tended warm spell possible at 
almost any time in the semi-tropical 
climate this part of California 
enjoys, it is a good idea to continue 
the good sanitation practices the 
year around, health officials 
suggest. 


Freighter sinks with crew of 33 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Rescue ships to­ 
day converged on the area where a 
Panamanian lumber freighter with crew 
of 33 sank midway between Honolulu and 
the Aleutian Islands. 
Forty-knot winds and 20-foot waves 
hampered rescue efforts by the first two 
freighters on the scene, but their crews 
managed to rescue 10 survivors of the 
488-foot freighter Carnelian-1 from the 
icy water. 
“They were in good condition, wore 
lifejackets, and at least some of the men 
had on cold water survival suits,’’ said a 
spokesman at Coast Guard headquarters 
in San Francisco. 
Another merchant ship was en route to 
the site 1,400 miles northwest of 
Honolulu. The Coast Guard cutter Mellon 
also was dispatched from a fishery 
patrol near Kodiak, Alaska, and was ex­ 
pected to arrive Saturday, the 
spokesman said. 
The Panamanian freighter Hunter, the 


first rescue ship to arrive in the area, 
picked up three men identified only as 
Burmese nationals. The Japanese 
freighter Wisteria subsequently rescued 
seven others. 
The seamen stayed alive by clinging to 
a logjam of Umber that formed part of 
the cargo of the Carnelian-1 when she 
sank Thursday afternoon. 
Others were seen perched on an over­ 
turned lifeboat and “ a few more” 
reached liferafts dropped by a Coast 
Guard plane before darkness fell. The 
pilot radioed that all appeared to be 
wearing life preservers. 
High seas shifted cargo aboard the 
Hunter and threatened to roll her as the 
crew scanned the sea for survivors. It 
was shifting cargo which eventually sank 
the Carnelian-1 Thursday. The crew 
radioed three hours before abandoning 
ship that a storm had swept the logs 
from her decks and that one of her holds 
was flooded. 


School test scores 
« 
'equal or better' 
than state report

Progress in reading, math 
and written expression locally 
has matched or surpassed im­ 
provements at most grades 
elsewhere, it was disclosed to­ 
day in the wake of statewide as­ 
sessments by Wilson Riles, 
state superintendent of public 
instruction. 
Riles tofai the State Board of 
Education Thursday, “ The 
semes at all four grade levels 
— second, third, sixth and 
twelfth — were better in all 
subjects tested than in 1974- 
’75.” 
Irwin Wapner, director of 
pupil personnel for Lompoc 
Unified School District, and the 
person most closely associated 
with testing here, said “Our 
performance at the sixth grade 
is equal to or better than the 
state performance. Test results 
locally show a sizable gain in 
written expression and math at 
the sixth grade.” 


Wapner said, “Again this 
year tests in reading locally 
showed students in the second 
and twelfth grades locally per­ 
formed better in reading than 
their state counterparts, but 
performance in reading at the 
third grade was slightly below 
the statewide performance.” 
“In math, again this year,” 
Wapner said, “we performed 
better than our comparison 
group in the sixth and twelfth 
grades.” 
“And again, students in the 
sixth and twelfth grades did 
better in written expression 
than state expectancies,” he 
continued. "We did significant­ 
ly better in the spelling section 
of the test at the sixth and 
twelfth grades based on state 
norms." 
Wapner said he was develop­ 
ing more specific test result in­ 
formation for delivery to the 
school board later this month.

Scores for reading at both the 
second and third grades were 
estimated to be slightly above 
national average. There was no 
immediate amplification or 
elaboration on Wapner’s con­ 
clusion that local third grade 
reading lagged behind the state 
pace. 
Riles said the areas of 
strength in reading for Califor­ 
nia’s second and third grade 
pupils are the same as in 1974- 
’75. phonetic analysis, syn­ 
onyms and comprehension. 
A reas of w eakness also 
remained the same; word 
meanings and meanings of 
roots, prefixes and suffixes. 
The Primary Grades Reading 
Assessment Advisory Commit­ 
tee, a group of reading

Firefighter

The County Firefighters 
Union (AFL-CIO) has been 
notified by county management 
that the Board of Supervisors is 
scheduled to discuss the matter 
of working hours at its Nov. 29 
meeting. 
County Employe Relations 
Officer William Gill, conceding 
that off and on contract negotia­ 
tion sessions with the union as 
to hours have been "unproduc­ 
tive,” said he is seeking to 
calendar the item for 11 a.m. on 
that date. 
Meanwhile, union officials, 
believing the supervisors might 
be planning action at their 
weekly meeting to return the 
firemen to their former 66 hour 
duty week (it is now 56), in­ 
dicated they might counter with 
legal action if this happens. 
Some 150 firemen, engineers 
and captains have been carry­ 
ing on without a new contract. 
The old pact expired last July 1. 
Both county officials and un­ 
ion representatives are said to 
be delving into the law books to 
ascertain whether the county 
could impose a longer work 
week on the firemen during a 
period when no contract exists.

N.J. prepares for gambling

ATLANTA (UPI) - More 
than 14 million Americans have 
been immunized against swine 
influenza, an official of the 
national Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta said Thurs­ 
day. 
But Don Berreth, CDC public 
information officer, said the 
number of persons who have 
received flu shots is only 10 per 
cent of the target population, 
and “the next several weeks 
will indicate just how success­ 
ful the program will be.” 
Federal health authorities 
never specified the number of 
Americans they hoped would 
get the shots. The government 
placed orders for 200 million 
doses of vaccine which report­ 
edly is about 70 to 85 per cent ef­ 
fective in warding off flu. 
Those eligible for flu shots 
are persons 18 years old and 
over, and the CDC says there 
are 135.255.112 in the category. 
The CDC said 14.355,289 
persons had received swine flu 
shots as of Nov. 6, or 10.49 per 
cent of those for whom the vac­ 
cine had been recommended. A 
total of 4,355,289 shots were 
given last week. 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - 
The state legislature and not a 
proposed gambling control 
com mission, should decide 
what type of casinos will be 
allowed in Atlantic City, ac­ 
cording to Gov. Brendan T. 
Byrne. 
Byrne, in remarks prepared 
for the Florida convention of 
the New Jersey Bar Associa­ 
tion, said Thursday the most 
important decisions about casi­ 
nos in Atlantic City “will be 
made by the state legislature in 
the weeks immediately ahead.’’ 
Byrne, who was a strong sup­ 
porter of the Nov. 2 referendum 
in which Atlantic City casino 
gambling was approved, said it 
is “ not enough simply to form a 
regulatory commission and 
delegate to that commission the 
responsibility to make crucial 


decisions’’ about Atlantic City 
casinos. 
"Those decisions must be 
made by the leg islature,’’ 
Byrne said. “They should be 
spelled out in the bill. 
“The people of New Jersey, 
through their representatives in 
the legislature, should have a 
clear picture of the form and 
style of the gambling that will 
be permitted before the regula­ 
tions become law, not after.” 
Byrne said that in order for 
Atlantic City not to become 
“Las Vegas East,” referring to 
Nevada's 24-hour casinos, “we 
must assure this in the statute. 
The regulatory commission will 
have important responsibilities 
but it must exercise its discre­ 
tion within the standards of the 
legislature." 
B yrne said he was not 


prepared to say what exact 
specifications he would like the 
gaming commission to promul­ 
gate but warned that he would 
not sign legislation which per­ 
mits slot machines “anywhere 
but in the casinos.” 
Byrne called for strict provi­ 
sions requiring the full disclo­ 
sure of the names of persons 
operating the proposed casinos 
in order to avoid organized 
crime involvement in casinos in 
the shore resort. 
The governor said New 
Jersey has made “ great stri­ 
des’’ in fighting organized 
crime and didn't want Atlantic 
City casinos to reverse the 
trend. 
“We’re not giving an inch (to 
organized crime) and you can, 
if you’ll pardon the expression, 
bet on it,” Byrne said.

Hometowners reluctant 
to preserve Ford's home 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich 
(UPI) - Since Gerald Ford lost 
the election, people in his 
home town are not sure they 
want to spend more money to 
commemorate his presidency 
by restoring his boyhood home 
and making it an historical 
shrine. 
Before Ford lost Nov. 2 to 
Jimmy Carter, a junior college 
building was named for him, an 
airport mural was dedicated to 
him and thousands greeted him 
when he came home to vote. 
But now residents are not 
sure it’s practical to turn 
Ford’s boyhood home into an 
historical shrine. 
The city bought the two-story, 
frame home in an inner city 
neighborhood from the Veter­ 
ans Administration last year, 
replaced broken windows and 
made minor cosmetic repairs 
A committee was working to 
have the home restored and fur­ 
nished as it had been when Ford 
lived there in the 1920’s.

But vandalism has left the 
home boarded up and local of­ 
ficials unsure what will happen. 
“They should have restored it 
while he was still (running for) 
president,’’ said Mrs. Henry 


Anes, a Grand Rapids resident. 
“It’s going to be a lot harder to 
get people interested now.’’

Museum Director Weldon D. 
Frankforter says sentiment no 
longer is right for nationwide 
fundraising to restore the 
house. He feels money will have 
to come from local sources.

“It’s okay 
as long as no money comes 
from my pocket — you know, 
through tax dollars 
Shirley Lurtsema said she 
was a Ford back«- but that 
she’s “ not interested in the 
house.” 
Archie Dyer, who said he sup­ 
ported Jimmy Carter, said peo­ 
ple “ should continue to honor 
the man (Ford.) But I can’t 
donate anything. I don’t have 
enough money to keep my own 
house ” 
But Carl Morgenstem, chair­

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - 
The Syrian-dominated peace­ 
keeping force surrounding Bei­ 
rut today postponed its entry 
into the divided capital where 
heavy terror shelling killed 
dozens of civilians and wounded 
many others. 
Shelling in the w estern 
M oslem area today hit a 
mosque crowded with people 
who had come to pray on the 
Moslem Sabbath, killing at 
least seven and wounding 55. 
according to the nearby Ameri­ 
can University Hospital. 
“The courtyard in front of the 
hospital is full of people crying 
and screaming in pain,’’ a doc­ 
tor said. “ It’s a terrible sight.’ 
A spokesman for tne Arab 
League peacekeeping force said 
at its headquarters on the 
southern edge of Beirut that its 
main concern was to reinforce 
its positions to insure that 
peace prevails in areas already 
occupied. 
“The security plan is evolv­ 
ing hour by hour, but there will 
be no movement today,’’ he 
said. "Tomorrow, the forces 
will move either into Beirut or 
to the north and south to 
Sidon.” 
Syrian troops were only one 
mile from the city limits in the 
southern suburb of Chiah, the 
expected starting point for the 
march up the “no-man s land 
to wipe out Christian and 
Moslem gunmen who have 
turned the once-thriving capital 
into a battleground for 19 
months 
Two Syrian brigades of 4.000 
men and about 600 tanks and ar­ 
mored vehicles swept down 
from the central mountains 
through leftist and rightist 
territory Wednesday, halting in 
the suburbs of Beirut. They are 
the advance elements of a 
30,000-man Arab peacekeeping 
force. 
The shelling was the latest in 
a series of violent outbursts in 
the bottled up capital, including 
an assassin atio n attem p t 
Thursday on Raymond Edde, a 


moderate Christian leader and 
former presidential candidate. 


As the Syrians continued to 
dig in around the capital, two 
Palestinian officers crossed the 
no-man’s land between the 
western suburb of Chiah and the 
Syrian-occupied rightist area of 
Galerie Simaane on an unof­ 
ficial visit to invite the Syrians 
across the lines for morning 
tea. 
Accompanied by reporters, 
the Palestinians walked the 
quarter mile that had been the 


scene of some of the most in­ 
tense fighting in the capital. At 
the Syrian line, the Palestinians 
and Syrians kissed each other 
and em braced in greeting, 
linked arms and walked back to 
the other side where they had 
tea. 
The S y rian fo rc e w as 
stretched in a wide crescent 
around Beirut from Antelias, on 
the Mediterranean four miles 
northeast of the city, through 
Christian and Moslem suburbs 
east to Khalde on the coast, just 
south of the airport. 


Patrick Caddell, the pollster, 
said Thursday the 1976 election 
demonstrated a dramatic shift 
in the percentage of the nation’s 
total vote to the South and away 
from the Middle A tlantic 
states. 
Carter, meanwhile, his six- 
day vacation off the Georgia 
coast ended, planned to meet 
privately at his home today 
with campaign director Hamil­ 
ton Jordan and transition direc­ 
to r Jack W atson J r . He 
scheduled no public events. 
Caddell, 26, a veteran of but 
two presidential campaigns, 
gave reporters his analysis of 
the campaign. He said his 
organization sampled 400 to 
1,200 voters in every state at 
least once and interviewed a 
total of about 300,000. 
“In the South,” he said, “we 
were able to put together a 
coalition, essentially one envi­ 
sioned by populist leaders in the 
19th century, taking black 
voters in very large numbers, 
blue-collar whites, lower in­ 
come whites and voters in the 
middle class, and losing upper 
income votes,” he said. 
Cadell said the New Deal 
coalition essentially held for 
Carter, although in some cases 
the margins were down from 
what they had been in the last 
20 years. 
He said Catholics, for instan­ 
ce, dropped by about 6 per cent, 
especially in large industrial 
cities. 
In other categories, Caddell 
said: 
— In small town rural areas. 
Carter got crucial gains, par­ 
ticularly in the Midwest. His 
performance in these parts of 
Ohio, Illinois and Pennsylvania 
“was the best of any Democrat 
of post-World War II.” 
— In the suburbs. Carter and 
Ford “broke about even," with 
the edge to Ford. 
— Among upper income, bet­ 
ter educated, upper middle- 
class voters, Carter did better 
than any Democrat since 1964 
Caddell noted "tremendous 


population movements” here. 
— Among independents, Cart­ 
er held his “fair share,” getting 
46 to 47 per cent. 
— Unemployment, stressed 
by Carter, surpassed inflation, 
stressed by President Ford, as 
a major issue. 
Commenting on Carter’s 33- 
point drop in the polls, Caddell 
said he felt all along that 
margin was "artificial.” 
Caddell denied the election 
was seen as “the lesser of two 
evils.” Both Carter and Ford 
were perceived as trustworthy 
and had favorable ratings of 


more than 60 per cent — more 
than in 1972, 1968 or even 1960, 
he said. Few voters held strong 
negative views about either 
candidate. 
In 1960, the mid-Atlantic 
states of New York, New 
Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Mary­ 
land, West Virginia and 
Delaware, accounted for 23.8 
per cent of the total vote. But in 
1976 only 19.7 per cent, Caddell 
said. 
The 11 states of the old 
Confederacy accounted for 14.5 
per cent of the total vote in 
1969, but 22.6 per cent in 1976.

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M ao's widow tried 
to 'frame' Chou 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Mao 
Tse-tung’s widow and her three 
radical colleagues purged last 
month by China’s new leader­ 
ship tried to “ frame" the late 
P rem ier Chou E n-lai, a c ­ 
cording to a provincial radio 
broadcast. 
Chiang Ching also led the 
group in "persecuting” Mao 
and tried to take control of the 
army, Chekiang Radio said in a 
report Thursday on a rally held 
in the provincial capital of 
Hangchow by 100.000 people. 
The broadcast gave no details 
of the attempt to “ frame” Chou 
but said the activities of the 
four had “gravely” disturbed 
and undermined the party s 
central leadership. It called 
t h e m 
“ b l o o d s u c k i n g 
monsters ” 
The report was part of a cam 
paign by China’s official media 
to depict Chiang Ching as rude, 
selfish, overbearing and lavish 
Other allegations were that: 
— While visiting an army unit 
on Hainan Island in the South 
China Sea. she ordered an ar­ 
tillery firing practice halted so 
she could collect sea shells on 
the beach 
— Aboard a Chinese Navy 
destroyer, she “sprayed poi­ 
son” while talking about some 


military leaders, trying to 
create a split between the 
military and the Communist 
party. 
— Inside Peking’s Forbidden 
City area. Chiang Ching and her 
three asso ciates gathered 
frequently in her “great man­ 
sion’’ to w atch forbidden 
foreign movies and gorge 
themselves with food and drink. 
The Chekiang radio broadcast 
said the antiparty clique of 
Chiang Ching, Chang Chun- 
chao. Wang Hung-wen and Yao 
Wen-yuan “planned long ago to 
usurp the supreme leadership 
of the party and state. 
“They ran counter to our 
great leader and teacher 
Chairman Mao and tried to 
frame our respected and 
beloved Premier Chou... They 
w a n t o n l y 
u n d e r m i n e d 
Chairman Mao’s strategic 
plans, openly ran counter to 
Chairman Mao’s proletarian 
revolutionary line and policies 
and went their own way behind 
the back of Chairman Mao and 
the party central committee. 
“They extended their tenta­ 
cles and established ties every­ 
where They were either weav­ 
ing plots in secret dungeons or 
fanning up disorders at the 
grassroots.” it said.

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San Diego's tuna 
boat fleet still 
out at sea 


THE BETTER HALF 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Eighty- 
one boats of this city’s tuna 
fleet afc still out at sea and are 
unlikely to come home by 
Christmas because of a govern­ 
ment effort to save porpoises. 
August Felando. general 
manager of the American 
Tuna boat Association, said the 
government ban prohibits fur­ 
ther netting of m ature 
yellowfin tuna because por­ 
poises are netted with them. 
The fishermen will have to hunt 
more selectively for tuna 
schools free of porpoise. 
Felando said a federal court 
order upholding the ban by the 
National Marine Fisheries Ser­ 
vice “ is one of the sharpest 
blows we’ve received” and es­ 
timated the industry will lose 
$22 million as a result. 
But Felando and others in the 
industry — like Manuel Silva, 
president of the tunaboat as­ 
sociation — are just as con­ 
cerned about what happens to 
their industry next year when 
new limits on porpoise are set. 
They fear the regulation will 
put them at even more disad­ 
vantage with foreign fishing 
boats 
Cosmo Cutri, owner of two 
boats, grumbled, “ There’s a 
prohibition on porpoise fishing 
but there aren’t any prohibi­ 
tions on bank mortgages or in­ 
terest payments coming due.” 
The industry maintains it has 
made great strides in reducing 
the kill of porpoises which run 
with the yellowfin tuna, but the 
U n ited S ta te s said the 
allowable kill of 78,000 porpoise 
this year has already been 
reached. 
Bail to be

Quentin tunnel 
to be filled 


SAN QUENTIN, Calif (U PI) 
— Work crews will pour con­ 
crete into the 67-foot-long es­ 
cape tunnel six convicts dug in 
an unsuccessful attempt vto 
burrow to freedom beneath the 
north wall of San Quentin 
Prison. 
Associate Warden Clem 
Swagerty Thursday said the 
blacktop outside the wall will 
be torn up next week and work 
crews will dig dov i to the 
three-foot-wide tunne! and fill it 
with cement. 
Three convicts were caught 
still at work inside the tunnel.

U.S. poor 
getting 
better care 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - Ameri­ 
cans. particularly the poor, are 
getting much better medical 
care today than they did 10 
years ago. according to the 
head of a health foundation. 
“ The message would seem to 
be we must be doing some 
things right,” Dr. David E. 
Rogers, president of the Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation said 
Thursday. 
Speaking to a medical gather­ 
ing at the opening of the Scripps 
Clinic Medical Institutions near 
the UC San Diego Medical 
School. Rogers said: 
— Poor persons now see doc­ 
tors more often, at an average 
5 4 visits per year, than higher 
incom e A m erican s who 
average 4.9 visits, cautioning 
that while physicians have 
become more accessible to the 
poor through government-paid 
services, visits to Medicare 
mills do not neccesarily mean 
the patient is getting better 
care. 
— The death rate has gone 
down for 11 of the 15 leading 
causes of death 
— The overall American 
death rate has dropped 9 per 
cent in 10 years, from 741 per 
100,000 persons in 1965 to 666 in 
1974. 
— The infant mortality rate 
of 16.1 per 1.000 live births, 
already the lowest in U.S. 
history, apparently dropped to 
15.7 by this year, according to 
preliminary figures, nearing 
the rate of some small Euro­ 
pean countries that have the 
fewest infant deaths.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
report prepared for a govern­ 
ment drug abuse agency ten­ 
tatively recommends a na­ 
tional network of clinics to dis­ 
tribute heroin to addicts as an 
experiment in crime control. 
A summary of the report was 
made available Thursday by the 
National Institute on Drug 
Abuse, the governm ent’s 
principal drug abuse research 
and treatment agency. 
An agency spokeswoman said 
the so-called heroin mainte­ 
nance recommendation is only 
a minor section of the report of 
the 23-member NIDA Panel on 
Drug Use and Criminal Behavi­ 
or. The panel chairman was 
Robert Shellow of Bethesda, 
Md., who described himself as 
an unemployed social scientist. 
Shellow said the report was 
prepared for NIDA over a 15- 
month period at a cost of about 
$219,000. Panelists included 
government and private spe­ 
cialists in such areas as law. 
sociology, statistics, criminal 


behavior and drug use. 
The panel tentatively en­ 
dorsed distribution of heroin to 
addicts through “ a large 
network of government-superv­ 
ised heroin maintenance cli­ 
nics” as a way to measure how 
changes in heroin prices affect 
crime. 
“ Such a program would 
dramatically lower prices of 
heroin, make heroin more 
readily and reliably available, 
and reduce the chances of 
stigmatizing users and restrict­ 
ing available opportunities,” 
the panel said. 
It recommends examining 
“ the variation that will occur 
‘naturally’ by introducing some 
planned variation in heroin 
prices across cities by an in­ 
crease or a relaxation of nar­ 
cotic law enforcement in an 
area or an experimental heroin 
maintenance program.” 
Short-range reductions in 
crime as a result of heroin 
clinics might be small, the pan­ 
el said, but over the long run 


heroin users won’t feel as com­ 
pelled to work so hard at 
criminal careers, and the crime 
rate would be reduced. 
The concept of heroin mainte­ 
nance is being explored by a 
number of other groups as well. 
Among them are the National 
League of Cities, which is con­ 
sidering a recommendation to 
study feasibility of heroin 
maintenance clinics, and the 
Massachusetts Council of Chur­ 
ches, which proposed heroin 
clinics for confirmed addicts. 


The Drug Abuse Council, a 
private drug research group, is 
preparing a series of confer­ 
ences next year on alternatives 
to the current prohibition of 
heroin. A San Diego grand jury 
recently proposed distribution 
of heroin to hard-core addicts 
with no hope of rehabilitation. 
Dr. Peter Bourne, who was 
deputy chairman of President­ 
elect Jim m y Carter’s cam­ 
paign, was quoted as saying the 
idea of legal distribution of 
heroin should be explored.

India and Washington since 
Saxbe’s arrival in New Delhi in 
March, 1975 but the ambassa­ 
dor is known to feel that the 
relations have improved some­ 
what during his tenure. 
Earlier this year Saxbe told 
friends he was considering 
resigning because of what he 
considered unfair criticism of 
the United States by Indian of­ 
ficials. He changed his mind 
when the criticism stopped.

FRESNO (U P I) - Spokes­ 
men from several governmen­ 
tal agencies, including the city 
and county of Fresno and 
Tulare County indicated they 
would oppose the proposed 
California Transportation Plan. 
The spokesmen were to 
testify today at a state Tran­ 
sportation Department hearing 
on the proposal, designed to 
serve the state for the rest of 
the century. 
A series of six public hearings 
throughout the state have been 
scheduled to air the plan. 


Today’s was the third hearing 
with the next one scheduled in 
Sacramento later this month. 
Fresno City officials said 
they planned to oppose many 
phases of the plan, and to ask 
for more time to study “ the 
many highly controversial 
parts.” 
City officials said they were 
concerned about effects the 
plan would have on the role of 
local government. 
In a paper prepared for 
presentation at the hearing city 
officials said, “ While the plan 


would drastically alter the 
traditional roles, it gives little 
indication that transfers of 
responsibility will be accom­ 
panied by transfer of financial 
resources.” 
City Public Works' Director 
James Martin also criticized 
the environmental impact re­ 
port which covers the effect the 
plan would have on the quality 
of life and the existing com­ 
munity. He termed the reporpt 
“ inadequate.” 
The state plan included 
proposals to stiffen competition 


among companies involved in 
freight and passenger hauling. 
It also contained proposals to 
obtain more use from the ex­ 
isting transportation 
system 
before building new com­ 
ponents. 
Other aspects of the plan 
were designed to identify the 
exact costs of moving people 
and goods by various means 
with a goal of having users pay 
more for the actual costs of 
providing transportatioon ser­ 
vices. 
Among the more controversi- 


al aspects of the plan were 
highway management tech­ 
niques such as carpools, bus 
lanes, ramp meters and park­ 
ing restrictions. 
Once the public hearings are 
completed and changes made 
as a result of the hearings the 
plan will be submitted to the 
state Legislature. 
Fresno County will be repre­ 
sented by Supervisor Willard H 
Johnson, who represents the 
board on the County Supervi­ 
sors Association of the Califor­ 
nia transportation committee.

Russia gets MiG jet back 
in 25 guarded cartons 


TOKYO (U P I) - Japan today 
hjg^jed over to a Soviet 
‘«freighter 25 c*rtOMS containing 
;ih i dismantled MIG25 jet 
fighter flown to Japan in 
September by a Soviet defector. 


The transfer of the heavily 
guarded boxes to the 4,637-ton 
lumber carrier Taigonos was 
made under the direction of the 
Japanese A ir Self Defense 
Force. 


The dismantled fighter, strip­ 
ped of its military secrets 
Japanese and American ex­ 
perts, arrived in the Pacific 
coast port 70 miles north of 
Tokyo in eight trailer trucks at 
dawn after a three-hour trip 
from a Japanese air base near 
the nation’s capital.

Over the strong protest of the 
Soviet Union, the supersonic 
plane was transferred by a U.S. 
military transport aircraft to 
Hyakuri Base near Tokyo for 


extensive tests by Japanese and 
American engineers. 
U.S. military sources called 
the MiG a rich intelligence 
prize that would disclose much 
about the level of development 
in Soviet electronic weapons 
systems. 
Japan originally refused to 
comply with Moscow's demand 
for the return of the plane, in­ 
sisting the Soviet Union should 
apologize for intruding into 
Japanese air space.

Someday, no doubt, Cabrillo and Lompoc will meet in the 
final regular-season football game and it will be no big 
deal — no championships at stake, no excitement and tension 
building throughout the week, no fan interest, no intense 
preparation by the teams, no banners and pranks and bets 
and brags. 
But not tonight. Tonight all that stuff will be there, along 
with the usual SRO crowd of 10,000 or so, for game number 11 
in the City Series. 
The Lompoc Braves (4-0 in league), this year’s hosts, will 
be looking for: A) Their eighth straight win; B) Their 13th 
win in their last 14 Northern League games; C) Their first 
outright league championship since 1971; D) Their third 
straight win over Cabrillo. 
The Conqs (3-1) will be seeking: A) Their first league 
championship since 1969 (they can tie for the championship 
by winning tonight); B) To boost their overall record over 
.500; C) To convince everyone that you can lose seven 
starters in one day, change offenses in mid-stream, and 
emerge as a great team. 
As added incentive, the winner will earn the more 
favorable pairing in the first round of the CIF playoffs, as 
well as the perpetual trophy which signifies the King of the 
Valley for the next 364 days. 


Based on their overall record (7-1), the Braves would have 
to be favored. But comparing league scoring, the difference 
disappears. Lompoc has outscored its five league opponents 
112-45; Cabrillo 111-35. 
But the Braves have been consistent winners for two 
months, while the Conqs have been up and down. 
“I think it’s just common knowledge that we are the under- 
Hnoc ” is m Pnnn onaoh Rrf Knowlp«; palmlv “ I don’t think 


there are too many people who feel we have a real good 
chance against them, except for our team and coaches. 
“Under normal circumstances,” says Lompoc coach Mike 
Warren, “we would be favored because of the record ... but 
in this series, relative records have not made much dif­ 
ference. 
“The consensus of our coaches is that they (Cabrillo) will 
play one of their best games, if not their best game of the 
season. They have never played poorly in this game. When 
someone has played poorly, it’s been Lompoc.” 
That may be a bit of an overgeneralization. But there are a 
few things that may be said of the series. Until the last two 
games, the series was a flop in terms of actual game excite­ 
ment (see Series History). Major upsets are frequent. And 
the game is usually important — tonight is the seventh time 
the winner has also won or tied for the league championship. 
An interesting factor in tonight’s game is the similarity of 
the teams. Both run out of the I formation, with the tailback 
the star of a ground-oriented attack. Both play a 5-2 
Oklahoma defense. And both have an overall style that could 
be termed conservative. 
M 
“It’ll give people a good chance to judge the teams fairly, 
says Warren, “because we will both attempt to do about the 
same things.” 
. 
“Just basic football,” agrees Knowles. “It could just boil 
down to who blocks and tackles the best. 
The unknown factor in the game is the Cabrillo quarter­ 
back. Kevin Ewing, will be playing only his second game 
since recovering from an arm injury. Based on their 
preseason plans, the Conqs have gone from their third- 
string, to their second-string, to their first-string quarter­ 
back, which is certainly better than doing it the other way 
around. 
Lompoc has never seen Ewing play (San Luis and Cabrillo 


both refused to let Lompoc look at films of last week s 
game), but the Braves know he ran for a lot of yards, thus 
adding a new dimension to the Conq offense. 
“That takes a little bit of pressure off (tailback) Greg 
Holt,” says Knowles, who just two games ago called on Holt 
to run the ball 40 times. 
Of the new Conq quarterback, Warren says. It must give 
them an emotional lift, but as far as changing the mechanics 
of their attack, I don’t think it makes a lot of difference^ 
Knowles points out that Lompoc quarterback Steve Mc­ 
Millan isn’t much of a running threat, but Warren is happy 
with his signalcaller. 
,, 
“McMillan is a very, very calm, competent operator, 
Warren says. “He has been just super in tough spots. ’ 
But both coaches, and the fans, agree that the real home- 
run hitters, the game breakers, are at tailback. 
Lompoc’s Calvin Boler goes into the game with 867 yards 
in 166 carries (5.2 average), and Cabrillo’s Holt has 775 yards 
in 169 tries (4.6). Boler topped the 1,000-yard mark last year 
in the Lompoc-Cabrillo game. 
Warren’s description of Holt, the league’s rushing leader, 
could also be applied to Boler. “In my opinion, 
says the 
Lompoc coach, “their best football player is Holt. I have 
been very impressed with what looks like great determina­ 
tion (Mi his part. He has great ability to get off the hook. He s 
capable of the big play on any down.” 
Knowles says, “If we can contain Boler on offense, and 
neutralize (noseguard Richard) Aguilar on defense, those 
will be big keys.” 
Knowles quickly added that the Conqs won t change their 
offense or defense to accommodate either Lompoc star, 
Boler or Aguilar. 
Warren feels the Braves have an advantage at fullback, 
where Mike Walker not only clears roads for Boler. but can 


be a damaging runner himself. 
“I’m not sure they (the Conqs) realize how strong he is,” 
says Warren, who loves the crunching style of Walker at 
fullback and linebacker. 
Conq fullback Mark Haley, also a linebacker, has been 
limited primarily to a blocking role. 
“I don’t think the fullback can be that effective in the ‘I’ 
unless you give him the ball, 
states Warren. 
Both teams have talented tight ends who will be the key 
receivers in any passing that might go on tonight. Lompoc’s 
Jerry Tolstad has caught nine passes for 163 yards and two 
touchdowns, while Cabrillo’s Jim Dahlmann has 12 recep­ 
tions for 278 yards. 
The teams have played similarly solid defense in league 
games Nobody is surprised that Lompoc has been death 
against the run, with guys like Aguilar and Walker. The sur­ 
prise is Cabrillo. The Conqs have been able to rebuild their 
defense after the now-famous walkout that stripped the team 
of six defensive starters. Of the original 11 defensive starters 
this season, all but three have been replaced, without any 
lasting trauma. 
Warren admits that the Conqs pose a stiffer defensive 
challenge than Lompoc has faced in the past few weeks, but 
says, “I’m confident that we will be able to run our offense.” 
“We know we’re in for a hitting ballgame,” Warren adds, 
“but that’s the way we like it. We plan to do some of the hit­ 
ting, too.” 
“I think our defense will do a pretty adequate job, says 
Knowles with quiet confidence. 
Place-kicking has been the difference in the last two Big 
Games. The Braves have Ronnie Garcia, proven under pres­ 
sure and a threat from 35 yards or more. The Conqs have 
Kirk Willis, less experienced but with about the same poten­ 
tial range as Garcia.

Olympics to Rose Bowl? 
Big sports year for speedy Bruin 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - From Pasadena to 
Montreal and back to Pasadena 
That could be the James Owens story for 1976. 
In a remarkable display of versatility, Owens has en­ 
trenched himself as a second-string halfback in UCLA’s 
powerful Veer just three and a half months after mak­ 
ing the 110-meter high hurdles finals at the Montreal 
Olympics 
“ It’s just great to play,” the talented Bruin 
sophomore said. “I had no idea I d get to play this 
much this year. But I’ve worked hard in practice since 
the year started You have to be ready when you’re 
called upon.” 
. 
. 
Sixth in a hurdles race that was won by France s 
Guy Drut on July 28, Owens, 21, went almost directly 
from the Olympic Village to UCLA where he began fall 
football practice as a wide receiver. 
There was hardly time to fly to Sacramento to see 
his family 


Despite his inexperience, Owens was switched to 
running back, a position he played in high school, and 
started the season as a fourth stringer. But 
perserverance has paid off. 
After nine games, the Bruins are unbeaten and 
ranked No. 2 in the nation behind Pittsburgh Owens 
ranks as UCLA’s No. 4 rusher with 212 yards on 41 
carries — a 5.2 average. 
Not bad for an athlete who never has participated in 
spring football at UCLA. 
The Bruins are at Oregon State Saturday and then 
it’s their big Rose Bowl match with No. 3-ranked 
University of Southern California Nov 20 
“I’m picking up confidence each week, said Owens. 
“I’ve still got so much to learn but I’m picking it up sl­ 
owly but surely. Right now it’s just a matter of time 
ami experience 
“I’m very happy about the way it’s turning out If 


somebody gets hurt, I’ll be ready. I know next season 
I’ll have a chance at starting ” 
A year ago, Owens was a reserve defensive back. In 
UCLA’s stunning Rose Bowl triumph over Ohio State 
on Jan 1. he played on the Bruins' special teams He’s 
a member of the Bruins’ special teams this year, too. 
Owens talks about professional football but he knows 
he's too small — at 5-11 and 170 pounds — to make it in 
the NFL at his present position. If he does play pro 
football, he says, it’ll have to be either as a wide 
receiver or a defensive back. 
The 1980 Olympics? 
“That's a long way off,” he said. “It all depends on 
pro football and what happens Willie Davenport told 
me after Montreal that it all should be mine in four 
years if I wanted it. 
“Track is still my favorite sport because that’s 
where I ve had my most success But track doesn’t pay 
the bills so I’ll just have to wait and see ”

The 6-foot-10 center, bothered by an injured 
back for much of the early part of the season, 
scored 22 points and grabbed 25 rebounds Thurs­ 
day night as the Buffalo Braves shot holes 
through the Denver Nuggets’ previously un­ 
defeated record with a 105-94 victory.

A New Year treat 


Being champions of zero- 
base budgeting such as we are 
has us in a position of some ex- 
c i t e m e n t 
o v e r 
t ha t 
procedure’s probable adoption 
in the new Congress beginning 
in January. 
For a change, something 
may be done about the con­ 
tinuance of federal programs 
which do little or no good, or 
which were productive at one 
time and have become less 
than effective in the present. 
If zero-base budgeting is 
adopted, a project’s funding 
would no longer be so matter- 
of-fact as it has been in the 
past. Justification for the ex­ 
penditure of taxpayers’ dollars 
would be mandatory at 
regularly 
established 
inter­ 
vals, and if a program didn’t 
make the grade...adios. 
The implementation of such 
a concept is long overdue, cer­ 
tainly, and we fully expect 
zero-base budgeting to be only 
as effective as the Congress is 
willing to let it be, for it is 
Congress, still, which remains 
in control of who gets what 
and how much. 
We can’t see any other way 


for this budgeting technique to 
work, and we have a reserva­ 
tion about it. 
Put simply, we can fairly 
easily envision a congress, 
operating with zero-base 
budgeting as it foundation, ap­ 
proving programs with less 
than valid reasoning behind 
their decision, and doing that 
knowing that if the program 
doesn’t work out, they can 
always refuse funding four 
years hence. 
We know people, generally, 
work in that manner. If a 
tough decision must be made 
and there is exoneration of a 
wrong decision down the road, 
then that wrong decision may 
be more easily made. 
Zero-base budgeting is a 
necessity iA this day of 
overbearing bureaucracy and 
corresponding high taxes. 
Congress seems at this point 
to be firmly in support of the 
proposal. Hopefully our 
Senators and representatives 
will be as firmly committed to 
assessing the true values of 
each budgeted program when 
it’s up for their consideration.

WASHINGTON — The nation watched 
the poignant scene in the White House as 
Betty Ford, her chin high, read the con­ 
cession telegram her husband was too 
hoarse to read. But even more touching 
were the scenes the public never saw. 
Before President Ford faced the tv 
cameras to concede his defeat, he 
gathered his family in 
the oval office. Only a 
few intimates were 
allowed inside. They 
have described the 
scene for us. The 
President, exhausted 
and voiceless after 12 
days of the most ar­ 
duous campaigning 
any president had ever 
endured, tried to 
bolster his family’s 
sp irits. Like the 
quarterback of a 
defeated but un­ 
disgraced team, he 
spoke quiet words of 
encouragement. The 
hoarse whisper made 
the words all the more heart-wrenching. 
Sons Steve, Jack and Michael tried not 
to show their hurt. Michael’s wife, 
Jayne, also managed to keep her com­ 
posure. The First Lady had an air of 
pride, without defiance Only daughter 
Susan seemed inconsolable. She couldn't 
hold back the tears. She turned away, 
perhaps to hide the tears from her 
father, and gazed out the window at the 
chilly autumn day. She continued to 
weep, without sobbing. 
Betty Ford began reading the conces­ 


sion telegram softly to herself. The 
others hushed to listen. Then they filed - 
into the room where the cameras were 
waiting. 
__ ___ 
As the nation watched, the President 
explained that his voice was too strained 
for him to speak. His wife took over. 
"The President asked me to tell you,’’ 
she began, “ that he telephoned 
president-elect Carter a short time ago 
and congratulated him on his victory ..." 
Once it was done, the fam ily 
separated. Ford stepped into the crowd, 
mouthing silent hellos. Then he disap­ 
peared into the oval office, alone except 
for his appointments secretary, Terry 
O’Donnell, and photographer-friend 
David Kennerly. 
Inside, he threw a strong arm around 
O’Donnell’s shoulders. Another man 
might have spoken of his own pain of 
defeat or, at least, might have asked how 
the tv performance looked. 
But Gerald Ford apologized to his 
young aide. “I see you so often,” said the 
President, "and I still don’t get a chance 
to thank you for the great help you’ve 
been to me.” 
Suddenly, the tough O’Donnell’s eyes 
were afloat. 
"Is there anything I can do for you?’’ 
pressed the President. "If thdfre is, let 
me know." 
Kennerly, tears streaming down his 
own cheeks, walked from the room. 
O’Donnell struggled to control his emo­ 
tions, so he could tell the older man what 
he had meant to them all. The aide spoke 
of the President’s courage and humor, of 
the miracle comeback against the odds. 
O’Donnell started to add that he had 


never seen such manliness and dignity 
under fire. 
But the words choked in his throat; he 
broke down. The President cut him off. 
‘‘We’ve got a lot to be proud of," he 
whispered. Then he smiled and growled 
through his frog’s throat: "Come on, 
keep your chin up!" 
O’Donnell, the tears now in flood 
stage, left the office. And the President 
of the United States, lips tight, turned to 
the papers on his desk. 
Footnote: Later, the President met in­ 
formally with a few top aides. It was a 
relaxed session. But before it was over, 
he reminded them: "I am still President 
until January 20.’’ He asked them, 
therefore, to continue their duties 
without letdown. 


WATCH ON WASTE: The six 
members of the International Trade 
Commission are supposed to advise the 
President and the Congress on tariff 
matters. They appear to spend most of 
their time, however, in the pursuit of un­ 
ique and ingenious ways to waste the tax­ 
payer’s money. 
Recently, for example, the ITC dis­ 
covered a budget surplus of $20,000. 
Instead of returning the funds to the 
Treasury, the ITC went on a shopping 
spree for new office furniture. 
Earlier this year, the ITC ordered up 
$5,000 worth of official Commission 
flags. Ten of the handsome, hand-woven 
banners were delivered to Commission 
offices, along with decorative official 
ITC seals 
Only one meagre voice, that of Com­ 
missioner Daniel Minchew, was raised in 
protest "Since I was able to perform my 


duties for eighteen months without the 
benefit of a Commission flag and seal in 
my office," fumed Minchew in a memo 
to his colleagues, "I can manage now 
without them." 
Minchew may have spoken like a 
government servant should, but he, too, 
has partaken generously of public funds. 
He once spent $115.50 on a junket to 
Georgia for the opening of a federal law 
enforcement center. The expenses were 
legitimate, he told us, because he “men­ 
tioned the Commission in a speech’’ he 
delivered while there. 
Minchew is not the only culprit, nor the 
worst. Another Commissioner, former 
Rep. Cathy Day Bedell, R.-Wash., ap­ 
parently thinks she is still entitled to the 
perquisites of a lawmaker. 
She frequently flies first class, despite 
government regulations that frown on it. 
She has taken trips to her home state of 
Washington, ostensibly to make 
speeches, pick up trophies and once to 
participate in an “asparagus in­ 
vestigation." 
On one trip to Los Angeles, Bedell 
holed up in a posh hotel, attended some 
"hearings on plant hangers," then sub­ 
mitted a request that her allowable ex­ 
penses be increased to cover the high 
cost of her hostelry. 
Meanwhile, according to Rep. John 
Moss, D.-Calif., who is investigating the 
Commission, the ITC is so immersed in 
partisan politics that it is unable to per­ 
form its basic mission. 
Footnote: An ITC spokesman argued 
that the flags and seals "added dignity" 
to Commission proceedings. Commis­ 
sioner Bedell told us she flies first class 
only when “necessary.”

To me this smacks of 
downright political opportunism on the 
part of city officials. I can almost hear 
our officials — "Well boys, they won’t let 
us buy new containers and trucks so we 
will raise the tax; oops, change that to 
fee, a more palatable term.” 
I ask, are our city officials going to 
come to council and say we are going to 
hold the line? Don’t tell me this is not 
economically possible. 
Just for openers funds could be 
available by reducing or eliminating the 
number of junketeers to San Diego. 
Eliminate the contribution to the Califor­ 
nia League of Cities to build a $1.9 
million building in Sacramento. Quasi 
legal authority aside, I ask, what moral 
right have our city officials to commit, 
passively or actively, a blank check 
against the tax dollar of Lompocans for 
such a project? 
I implore those of you elected to repre­ 
sent us and those of you hired indirectly 
by us to hold the line, even if it means a 
reduction in some of the frills. My city 
utility bill has doubled in less than three 
years. The fuel adjustment cost in my 
case has gone from two cents to $8.50 in 
the same period. The trash collection 
from $2 to $8.15. Federal grants 
notwithstanding, what is the new city 
hall going to cost us? 
If the fees (taxes by any other name) 
continue up at such a rate, every fixed in­ 
come Lompoc an will be broke in the next

November 8, 1978. headlined, "Federal 
Aid Turned Down in Sisquoc-Garey 
District." A copy of the article is at­ 
tached. In the article the News-Press 
reports that the citizens of the Sisquoc- 
Garey community rejected an offer of 
approximately $800,000 from block grant 
funds allocated by HUD and ad­ 
ministered by the Santa Barbara County 
Housing Authority. The apparent 
reasons for the turn-down were I) they 
did not need the money for the uses per­ 
mitted, 2) there might be too many str­ 
ings attached, and 3) they thought that if 
they really wanted something bad 
enough they would pay for it themselves. 
The citizens of the Sisquoc-Garey dis­ 
trict should be applauded for their prin­ 
cipled stand in rejecting apparently 
“ fr e e ” Federal handouts. The lesson our 
community should learn from their ac­ 
tion is twofold. One, nothing in life is 
really free, particularly if it comes from 
the government bureaucracy. As the 
man said, "Getting grant funds from the 
government is like getting a pint of blood 
from Dracula after be had sucked out a 
quart of blood from your wife,” and two, 
to really appreciate anything one really 
needs to pay a price for it... out of your 
own pocket. 
In the past few days both the Lompoc 
City Council and the School Board 
Trustees have seen fit to hold out their 
hand in the hope that Uncle Sam might 
agree to provide enough money to build a 
Civic Center and a School District 
Central Kitchen even though in one case, 
the kitchen, the money has already been 
earmarked and is available for its es­ 
tablishment. In part, the reason for the 
requests appears to be that "if we don’t 
get it somebody else will.” Granted, but 
with this philosophy honest people 
become dishonest since, "if we don’t rip- 
off someone somebody else will”... or we 
might even get to the point of killing peo­ 
ple since they are going to die anyway. 
I find the principled stand taken by the 
citisens of Sisquoc-Garey most 
refreshing and honestly urge all my 
fellow citizens to consider the folly of 
requesting "free” grants or services for 
which one pays twice as much as if we 
raised the money and paid for what we 
need ourselves.
